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[AS  it  has  been  matter  of  doubt  by 
whom  the  late  unfortunate  expedition 
by  the  Lakes  in  Canada  was  planned, 
the  following  extract  from  the  papers 
laid  before  both  Houfes  of  Parliament, 
will  ferve,  in  a  great  meafure,  to  ex¬ 
plain  that  myftery.] 

Copy  of  a  Letter  from  General  BurgOYNB 
to  Lord  Gxorge  Germaine. 

My  Lordf 

HEN  the  laft  Ihips  came  from 
Quebec,  a  report  prevailed  in  Ca¬ 
nada,  faid  to  have  been  founded  upon 
pr»fitive  evidence,  that  the  rebels  had 
laid  the  keels  of  feveral  large  veflTcls  at 
bkeenborough  and  Ticonderoga,  and 
were  refolved  to  exert  their  utmoll 
powers  to  conftrn^  a  new  and  formida¬ 
ble  fleet  during  the  winter. 

I  will,  not,  however,  give  credit  to 
their  exertions  in  fuch  a  degree  as  to 
imagine  that  the  King*8  troops  will  be 
prevented  pafling  Lake  Champlain  early 
in  the  fummer,  but  will  fuppofe  the  ope¬ 
rations  of  the  army  to  begin  from  Crown 
Point.  • 

But  as  the  prefent  means  to  form  effec¬ 
tual  plans  is  to  lay  down  every  pofhble 
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difficulty,  I  will  fuppofe  the  enemy  m 
great  force  at  Ticonderoga  -the  diffe¬ 
rent  works  there  are  capable  of  admit¬ 
ting  12000  men.  • 

1  will  fuppofe  him  alfo  to  occupy  Lake 
George  with  acontlderablenaval  ftrengtb, 
in  order  to  fecure  his  retreat,  and  after¬ 
wards  to  retard  the  campaign ;  and 
it  is  natural  to  expetft,  that  he  will  take 
meafures  to  block  up  the  roads  from  Ti¬ 
conderoga  to  Albany  by  the  way  of 
Skeenborough,  by  fortifying  the  llrong 
ground  at  different  places,  and  thereby 
obliging  the  King’s  army  to  carry  a 
weight  of  artillery  with  it,  and  by  felling 
trees,  breaking  bridges,  and  other  obvi¬ 
ous  impediments,  to  delay,  though  he 
fhould  not  have  power  or  fpirit  finally 
to  refift  its  progrefs. 

The  enemy  thus  difpofed  upon  the 
ffile  of  Canada,  it  is  to  be  confidered 
what  troops  will  be  neceffary,  and  what 
difpofition  of  them  w'ill  be  mofl  proper, 
to  profecutc  the  campaign  with  vigour 
and  efied.

AVARICE  AND  G  L  O  R  Y.

Written  in  the  Tear  1761.  [_r»f  the  Sbep* 

herd  his  yiajefly  means  bimfelff\ 

The  tnifer,  my  dear  D’Argens,  is 
chiefly  his  own  enemy, but  the  am¬ 
bitious  man  is  the  enemy  of  the  human 
nee.  He  (Irides  forward  to  vice  with 
impunity,  and  even  his  virtues  degenerate 
into  faults.  The  mifer  and  the  ambitious 
man  arc  both  equally  felf-intcrcftcd  ;  but 
while  one  deftroys  only  a  cottage,  the 
other,  perhaps,  overturns  an  empire. 

Avarice  and  Glory  once  made  a  journey 
together  to  this  world,  in  order  to  try  how 
mankind  were  difpi^fed  to  receive  them. 
Heroes,  citizens,  priefls,  and  lords  imme* 
diately  lifted  beneath  their  ftandards,  and 
received  their  favours  wdlh  gratitude  and 
rapture.  Travelling,  however,  into  a 
more  remote  part  of  the  countf^y,  they, 
by  accident,  put  up  at  the  cottage  of  a 
limple  Ihtphcrd,  whofe  wdiolr  potfeflions 
were  his  flm:k,  and  all  his  folicitude  the 
next  day’s  fubfiftencc.  His  birth  was 
but  humble,  yet  his  natural  endowments 
were  great.  His  fenfe  was  refined,  his 
heart  fciihblc  of  love  and  pity,  and,  poor 
a>  he  was,  he  ftill  preferved  an  hone  ft  ar¬ 
dour  for  libcvty  and  repofe.  Here,  with 
Ms  favoui  ite  Sylvana,  his  flock,  his  crook, 
anil  his  cottage,  he  lived  unknown,  and 
Unknowing  a  world  that  could  only  in¬ 
ft  ruit  him  in  ileccit  and  falfehood. 

Our  two  travellers  nr*  ftioner  beheld 
him  than  they  were  ftruck  with  his  feli¬ 
city.  “  How  infupportablc  is  it,**  cried 


Glory,  “  thus  to  be  a  fpe^ator  of  plca- 
furcb  which  we  have  no  (hare  in  produ¬ 
cing  ?  Shall  we,  who  are  adored  hem  be¬ 
low,  tamely  continue  f  pciJtators  of  a  man 
who  thus  flights  our  favours,  bccaiife  be 
is  as  yet  unexperienced  in  their  delights? 
No^  let  UR  ratlier  attempt  to  feduce  him 
from  his  wife  purfuit  ot  tranquility,  and 
teach  him  to  reverence  our  power.**  Thuf 
ri>iug,  tiicy  both,  the  better  to  difguife 
tliemfclvcs,  .ifliimed  ilie  dicfs  t»f  Ibep- 
herds,  anti  at  coftctl  tfse  rultic  in  terms 
the  mod  inviting.  “  Dear  ihcpherd,** 
faid  Glory.  “  how  tlo  I  pity  ytuir  poor 
dbupliciiy !  to  fee  fuch  talents  buried  in 
unambitious  retirement  certainly  might 
create  even  the  compaflitm  ol  the  gods. 
Prythee  leave  a  folitude  deftintd  only  for 
ignorance  and  ftupidity  ;  it  is  doubly  to 
die,  to  die  without  applaufe.  You  have 
virtues,  and  thofe  ought  to  appear,  not 
thus  to  lie  hid  with  uugralefui  id)lliiiacy. 
Fortune  calls,  and- Glory  invites  you.  I 
promife  you  a  certainty  of  fucccis  ;  you 
have  only  to  chufe  whether  to  become  an 
author,  a  minifttr  of  ftate,  or  a  general ; 
in  either  capacity  l>c  aflured  of  finding 
rcfj>e<ft,  riches,  and  immortality.** 

At  fo  nuaccuftomed  an  invitation  the 
(bcpbcrdfecmedincapablcofdctermioing. 
He  hcfitatcd  for  fomc  time  between  am¬ 
bition  and  content,  till  at  length  the  for¬ 
mer  prevailed,  and  he  became,  in  fome 
meafure,  a  convert.  Avarice  now  came 
to  fix  him  entirely,  and  willin^f  to  make 
him  completely  the  flave  of  both,  thus 
continued  the  converfstion.  “  Yes,  fim- 
ple  fwain,  be  convinced  of  your  igno¬ 
rance  ;  learn  from  me  in  what  true  hap- 
pinefs  conlifts.  You  are  in  indigence,  and 
you  mifcall  your  povcity  temperance. 
What!  (hall  a  man  formed  for  the  moft 
important  concerns,  like  you,  exhiuft  a 
precious  life  in  ogling  his  miflrefs,  play¬ 
ing  upon  his  pipe,  or  flicaring  his  fhceps 
while  the  reft  of  mankind,  hleflcd  with 
affluence,, confccratc  all  their  hours  to 
rapture,  improved  with  art  ;  fhall  you  re¬ 
main  in  a  cottage,  perhaps  fliuddering  at 
the  winter  breeze  ?  Alas  :  little  doft  thou 
know  of  the  pleafurcs  attending  the  great! 
what  fumptuous  palaces  they  live  in, 
every  time  they  leave  them  fee  ms  a  tri¬ 
umphal  proc.-fflon,  every  word  they  pro¬ 
nounce  is  echoed  with  applaufe  ;  without 
fortune,  what  is  life  hut  niiferv  ?  What 
is  '  irtue  but  fallen  fatisiaiJtion  :  Money, 
money  is  the  grand  movex  of  the  qtiiverfe; 
without  it  life  is  iafipid,  and  taleiiU  ace 
con^tcmpliblc.**

gularity,  jtreat  exatff riels  of  difeip’ine, 
and  ertat  confidence  in  the  commander. 
Ke^^ularity  may,  in  time,  produce  a  kiml 
of  mechanical  tmedieuce  to  fignals  and 
comm  amis,  like  that  wliirh  the  perverfe 
Cartelians  impute  to  animals  ;  dircipliue 
may  imprefs  fneh  an  iuee  upon  the  mind 
that  any  danger  ihall  be  Icis  dreaded  tlia’i 
the  tiangMs  of  punilhment,  and  confi¬ 
dence  in  tl*e  wlfiloin  or  fortune  of  the  ge¬ 
neral  may  induce  the  toldiers  to  follow 
him  blindly  to  the  moft  dangerous  enter- 
prire. 

What  may  be  done  by  difcipline  and 
repnlarity  may  be  feen  in  the  troops  of 
the  Kinprefs  of  Knflia  and  the  Priilli  m 
nruMiarch.  We  find  that  they  may  be 
broken  without  confufion,  and  repulfed 
without  flight. 

But  the  Encliih  troops  have  none  <»f 
tbofe  requifites  ill  any  einirunt  degree. — 
Kcgularily  is  by  no  fr.e.<ns  part  of  their 
phara^iter ;  they  are  rarely  exert  ifed,  and 
ther et>ne  ihew  verv  little  dextciity  in  their 
cvoliitiuns  as  bodies  of  mc»i,  or  in  the 
manual  ufe  of  thc:r  weapons  as  individu- 
aU  ;  they  neither  .tre  thiuight  byotheis, 
ror  by  thcn.ftlves,  mo’-e  a^^tive  or  exac‘'i 
than  their  enemies,  and  therefore  ilcrive 
none  of  their  coiirag?  from  lucli  imagi¬ 
nary  fupiMioiity. 

The  manner  in  which  they  are  dif- 
pcrfeil  in  quarters  o\ct  the  country,  du¬ 
ring  times  of  peace,  r.atnral’y  pt»xluct  s 
lajiitv  of  liifcipliue;  they  .nc  vtry  little 
in  fight  of  their  otfierrsi,  and  when  thev 
arc  not  rngag*  in  the  flight  d  ity  of  the 
^U'Ud,  are  luffered  to  li^c  evciy  man  in 

bir  own  w'ay. 

Ti  c  equality  of  Lnglilb  privileges,  the

happen  that  he  thinks  much  better  of  hi# 
leader  than  of  himfelf.  A  French  count, 
ill  Ins  Art  of  War,  remarks  how  much 
fuliiu  rs  are  animated  when  they  fee  all 
their  dangers  ihared  by  thofe  who  W'crc 
l>o;n  to  I'c  thiir  malteis,  and  whom  they 
con lidcr  a«5  brings  of  a  different  rank.— 
'J'l.e  Knglifliman  defpifes  fuch  motives  of 
CLina.'r  ;  ne  v^as  born  without  a  mafter, 
and  h-oks  not  on  any  man,  however  dig. 
uifitd  l>y  Imcc  or  titles,  as  deriving  from 
itatnie  any  ciHims  to  ftis  rcfpe<ff,  or  inhe¬ 
riting  any  qualities  fiiperior  to  his  ow'ii. 

'J  here  are  Ibme,  perhaps,  who  would 
imigine  that  every  Knglifliman  fights  bet¬ 
ter  than  the  fub;e<fts  of  abfolute  govern¬ 
ments,  btcaufe  Jie  has  more  to  defend: 
but  what  Ins  the  Englifh  more  than  the 
French  foUiier  ?  Projicily  they  arc  both 
without.  Idberty  is,  to  the  low^ft  rank 
of  every  nation,  little  more  than  the  choice 
of  working  or  ftarving ;  and  this  choice 
is,  I  fnppofc,  equally  allovved  in  every 
country.  The  Fnglilh  foldicr  feldom  has 
his  head  very  full  of  the  conftitiition,  nor 
has  there  been,  for  more  thau  a  century, 
any  war  that  put  the  property  or  liberty 
of  a  finglc  Fuglifliman  in  danger. 

•  Whence  then  is  the  courage  of  the 
Engllfli  vulgar?  It  proceeils,  in  my  opi¬ 
nion,  trem  tiMtaiUbtution  of  dependence, 
wliich  obl.>:ch  every  man  to  regard  his 
own  chara<5ier.  While  every  man  is  fed 
by  his  ow  n  hands,  he  has  no  need  of  any 
fervile  arts,  he  may  alw'ays  have  wages 
tor  his  labour,  and  is  no  lefs  neceffary  to 
his  employer  than  his  employer  is  to  him. 
While  11*2  IcKjks  for  no  prote^lion  from 
ethers,  he  is  naturally  rouzed  to  be  his 
ow  n  protector ;  and  having  nothing  to  a- 
hate  iiis  efieem  of  himfelf,  he  confequent- 
ly  afpires  to  the  efterm  of  others.  Thni 
every  man  that  crowds  our  ftreets  is  a  man 
Of  honour,  difdainful  of  obligation,  im- 
patient  of  reproach,  and  defirous  of  ex¬ 
tending  his  reputation  among  thofe  of  hit 
own  rank  ;  ar.d  as  our  courage  is  in  moft 
frequent  uie,  the  fame  of  courage  if  mod 
eagerly  purfued.  From  this  ueglcA  o( 
fubordination,  I  do  not  deny  that  ibrntf 
inconvenience!*  may  from  time  to  ti«c 
proceed  ;  the  p<twer  of  the  law  docs  not 
always  fufficiently  fupply  the  want  of  re¬ 
verence,  or  maintain  the  proper  difiinf- 
tion  beiwe«.-n  different  ranks ;  bnt  fooJ 
and  evil  w  ill  grow  up  in  this  world  logf* 
ther,  and  they  who  complain  in  peace  of 
the  infolencc  of  the  popqiace,  muft 
member  that  their  infolencc  ii  peace  »• 
bravery  in  war.

(■^ereiling  tlie  cruelties  which  are  tome* 
t'  lies  poiitiealiy  neceil  iry  in  a  niilc  Hate, 
i‘  it  irts  with  horror  from  the  hgh^,andat 
t!:e  Jefeription  of  ihem.  It  ilelighls  in  the 
eiiin  ireeii  pat  ions  of  nird  life,  ami  would 
p'l.Ll.’y  lelign  the  fpiar  and  the  lliield  for 
^‘le  ihtpherirs  crook  and  the  lovcr*s  jjar- 
l  ind.  Uiit  in  an  nnformtd  community, 
where  coadant  tlaiiger  recpiircH  conftant 
defence,  thofe  difpoliiions  which  delight 
in  rclhemcnt  and  cafe  will  he  ticated  with 
aercral  contempt ;  and  no  temper  of  mind 
w'lieh  is  dcfpiled  will  he longepidcmical. 

i'lie  ancient  Giceks  and  Rmn  ms  were 
fliC  moft  civilized  people  on  the  earth, 
'i'hey,  ho'vever,  were  ac<}nainted  with 
fhe  extreme  delicacy  of  fentiment  which 
i  ’  become  univerfally  prevalent  in  mexfern 
tunes.  Perhaps  fome  rcafonahle  caufes 
••n\  he  afiigneJ.  The  Stoic  Philofophy 
fij  icavonred  inlrwluce  a  total  apathy, 
tho*  it  \vas  not  embraced  in  all  its 
tigi  lily  by  the  vulgar,  yet  it  had  a  fuflicient 
number  of  votaries  to  ditfufe  a  general 
hille  for  an  infenfdnlity  of  temper.  It 
pvi  h  ips  originally  meant  no  more  than  to 
teach  men  to  govern  their  atfedions  by  the 
did.ites  of  re.afon;  hut  as  a  natural  want  of 
teeling  produced  the  fame  efleds  .as  a  ra- 
tiond  icpn.lation  of  the  paTions,  it  fooa 
pilhd  among  the  vulgar,  for  what  it  had 
nod  inn  to,  a  philofophical  indiflerence. 

Tint  refpedful  attention  to  women 
"  h«ch  in  modern  times  is  calleelgall.intfy, 
V  IS  iK>t  to  he  found  among  the  ancients. 
‘»omen  are  lix>ked  upon  as  inferior  bc- 
"jgs,  whole  only  duty  was  to  contribute  to 
i  .lafure,  ami  fiipfrintcnd  domeftic  <}eci>- 
’•  JUiy.  It  was  not  till  the  days  of  ciiival-

ry  that  men  (hewed  lhatdefire  of  ple.ifing 
the  fofter  fcK,  which  feems  to  allow  them 
a  fiiperiority.  This  deference  to  women 
relines  the  manners  and  fcfiens  the  tem¬ 
per;  and  it  is  no  wiwiderthat  theancients> 
who  admitted  not  women  in  their  focial 
converfatioas,  fhould  acquire  a  roiigh- 
iiefs  of  manners  incompatibie  with  Deli- 
c.icy  of  Sentiment. 

Men,  who  aCted,  Ihouglit,  and  fpoke, 
like  the  ancients,  were  imqu.cftionablyfur- 
niihed  by  intnre  with  every  feeling  in 
great  perfection.  HiU  the  ir  mode  of  e- 
dneation  Cvontributed  rather  to  harden, 
than  to  mollify  their  hearts.  Politics  and 
war  were  the  foie  general  iihjeds.  Am¬ 
bition,  it  is  well  known;  renders  all  other 
palVioiis  fuofervient  to  ilfelf;  and  the 
yonih  who  lud  been  accuftomed  to  mili¬ 
tary  difoipline,  and  h.id  cn«!ured  tlie 
Innliliips  of  a  campaign,  tl\ongh  he  might 
yicM  to  the  allurements  of  ple.'Aife,  wouhl 
not  have  time  to  .ittend  to  the  refinements 
of  ilelicjcy.  Hut  the  modem  foldicr, 
in  the  prefent  mode  of  contluCling  war, 
is  not  compelled  to  undergo  many  perfo- 
ral  hardihips  cither  in  the  prepar.iti(»n  for 
his  profefiiou,  or  in  the  exereifeof  it. 
Commerce,  hut  little  known  t(»  many  an- 
l  ient  nalivins,  gives  the  moderns  an  op¬ 
portunity  of  acquiring  opulence  witfiout 
much  dillicnlry  or  danger ;  and  the  infinite 
numbers  who  ini'.crit  this  opulence,  in  or¬ 
der  to  pafh  away  life  with  cafe,  have  re- 
courfe  to  the  various  arts  of  exciting  plea- 
fure.  The  profelfions  of#  Divinity  and 
I.aw  leave  futficient  lime  opportunity, 
and  inclination  to  moft  of  their Piofe (for  j 
to  puriue  every  aniultrmeut  and  gratifica¬ 
tion.  The  general  plan  or  modem  edu¬ 
cation,  which  among  the  liberal  confiftg 
of  the  ftiidy  of  l*oct3  and  Sentimental 
Writers,  contributes  perhaps  more  than 
all  other  caufes  to  humanize  the  Iicirt 
and  refine  the  fentiments  :  for,  at  the  pe¬ 
riod  when  educMtion  is  commenced,  the 
heart  is  moft  fuiceptible  of  irnprelli- 
01)8. 

Whatever  dif^xafition  tends  to  foften, 
without  weakening  the  mind,  miift  be 
cherilhcJ;  and  it  mud  be  allowed  that 
Delicacy  qf  Scniimcnt,  on  this  fide  the 
extreme,  atids  greatly  to  the  hapninefs  of 
mankind,  by  diffufing  an  univerial  bene¬ 
volence.  It  teaches  men  to  fcti  for  o- 
thers  as  for  themfelyes  ;  it  difpofes  us  to 
rtfoice  with  the  h.ippy,  and  by  partaking 
to  increafe  their  ple.ifiirc.  It  frctiuently 
excludes  the  malignant  pafiiou"*,  which 
arethefuurccgof  thegreiuft  imfcryinlifc

From  this  fingle  in  fiance  may  be  jaidged 
with  wlml  furprifeand  indignation  l\e  read 
over  the  dean’s  letter,  containing  fo  ma¬ 
ny  accufitions  for  crimes  he  knew  hira- 
felf  entirely  VnncKcnt  of.  He  firft  ran  to 
h\<  lady,  and  informed  her  tliat  Dean 
Mnd'len  was  actually  mad ;  to  prove 
w  Inch,  be  delivered  her  the  epiftle  he  had 
juft  received.  Her  ladylhip  was  as  much 
confounded  and  amazed  at  it  as  he  could 
poflib’y  be;  but  withal  obferved  that  the 
Ict'er  was  not  written  in  the  ftilc  of  a 
nulmnn,  and  advifed  him  to  go  to  the 
Archbllhop  of  Dublin  about  it.

Before  he  entered 
the  room,  his  grace  advifed  Lord  K— -c 
to  walk  into  am'lhec  apartment,  wliile  he 
difeom  fed  the  gentleman  about  it,  vvliich 
his  lordlhip  accordingly  did.  When  the 
dean  entered,  his  grace  looking  very 
flendy,  tlemanded  if  he  had  wrote  that 
letter :  the  dc.m  ar.t'.vcred,  “  1  did,  my 
lord.”  “  Ml  Dean,”  returned  the  pre¬ 
late,  1  alw  lys  thought  you  a  man  of 
fenfe  and  prude*. cc  :  but  tins  unguarded 
as5tion  mull  Iclien  you  iu  tiie  efteein  of 
all  good  men :  To  throw  out  fo  many 
caufelelk  invt.Clives  a.^alnft  llic  molt  im- 
blcinifked  nobleman  in  Europe,  and  ac- 
cufe  him  of  crinies  to  which  lie  and  his 
laniily  have  ever  Keen  rtrangers,  mud 
certainly  l»e  tiie  eftect  of  a  dilttrapered 
brain  :  betides.  Sir,  you  have,  by  this 
means,  laid  yonrfclf  open  to  a  profreu- 
tion,  which  will  either  oblige  yr.u  pub¬ 
licly  to  rctrad  what  yiHi  have  laid,  or  to 
fufter  the  confrqucncc.”  “  My  Lord,” 
anfwered  the  dean,  “  I  never  think,  ad, 
or  write,  any  thing  for  which  I  am  afraid 
to  Ik*  called  to  an  account  before  any  tri¬ 
bunal  upon  earth  ;  and,  if  1  am  to  be 
profecuted  for  difeharging  the  duties  of 
ray  fundion,  1  will  fuffer  patiently  the* 
fcvereft  penalties  in.  juftiiicatioa  of  it.” 
And,  fo  faying,  the  dean  retired  w*itb 
fome  emotion,  and  left  the  two  noblemen  > 
as  much  in  the  dark  as  ever.  Lord  K— e 
went  home,  and  fent  for  a  procurator,  to 
w'hom  he  committed  the  dean’s  letter, 
and  ordered  a  citation  to  be  fent  to  bim . 
as  foon  as  poflihle.  In  tlic  mean  time  the 
archbifliop,  who  knew  the  de.aii  had  a 
family  to  provide  for,  and  fm-efaw  that 
ruin  mufl  attend  his  entering  .into  a  fiiit 
with  fo  powerful  a  perfon,  went  to  hia 
hoiifc,  and  recommended  to  him  to  afic 
my  lord’s  pardon  before  the  matter  be-  .

IN  the  prefent  ft  Ate  of  literature,  there 
feems  to  be  only  two  ways  in  which 
a  writer  of  hiftory  can  liope,  in  any  con- 
fiJer.iblc  degree,  to  engage  the  public  at¬ 
tention:  The  tirft  in,  by  relating  origi- 
r.il  which  have  occiiried  within 

1. own  obrervation  and  experience,  or 
bringing  to  light  important  hillorical  ina- 
teiiaU,  wiilch  liad  before  lain  unuoticed 
in  luanufcripts,  or  lK)oks  little  read  ;  the 
lecond  is,  by  digefting  fa(fl8  already 
known  in  a  more  perfpicuous  and  ufeful 
method,  and  relating  them  with  higher 
cmbellilhments  of  11  vie  than  hod  been 
done  by  former  writers. 

It  is  on  the  former  ground  that  the 
Author  of  the  work  now  before  us  claims 
t‘je  pul)lic  ear,  and  lolicits  indulgence  to 
t!ie  inaccuracies  or  incleganciCs  whicli 
Clitics  may  difeover  in  his  ll)le. 

Hr  W  illiams’s  long  refidcnce  abroad, 
nuit  his  cxtenftve  acquaintance  witli 
I'cojilc  ill  public  life,  and  efpeciariy  in 
leveral  of  the  northern  courts,  having 
given  him  peculiar  advantages  for  a 
woik  of  this  kind, — we  accordingly 
meet  w’ith  fome  curious  details  of  notable 
a.»d  recent  ti  anfa»ilions,  the  circuiiiftanccs 
oi  which  have,liiihtrto,  been  little  known 
in  this  country. 

'I'lie  tollowing  na’ration  of  one  of  the 
irio't  remr.rkablc  events  of  the  prefent 
age,  will  be  acceptable,  we  arc  perfua* 
ded,  to  many  of  oar  i  eaders  : 

“  In  the  month  of  January  1771,  it 
w.is  relolvcd,  by  a  party  which  was  form¬ 
ed  at  Copenhagen,  at  the  iiead  of  whom 
were  the  Queen -mother  ami  the  Prince 
r redcric,  With  fcvcral  of  the  firft  nobility 
of  peuinark,  to'^accufe  the  Counts  Stru- 
ri  lee  and  B  andt,  the  former  miiiiftcr  of 
the  cabinet,  and  the  latter  the  king's  paV- 
t'cular  favunritt,  logeitier  w  J  h  the  king's 
phyiician,  and  a  great  number  of  their 
fricnds,  with  havirir?  fortntd  a  defi^ii^to 
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render  the  king  incapable  of  governing  i 
and  of  courfe,  according  to  the  roval  law 
before- mentioned,  to  eleclare  the  Queen- 
confort  rigcnl  of  the  kingdom  during  the 
minority  of  his  fucceftbr.  This  was  what 
w  as  declared  to  the  public  to  be  the  caufe 
of  all  the  violent  meafures  that  were  ta¬ 
ken  by  the  before- mentioned  party  cln- 
ring  this  w  hole  tranfa^lion  ;  but  as  thofc 
counts  were  fupported  by  the  queni-. 
coiifort,  and  had  moreover  the  ear  of 
the  king,  it  was  at  the  fame  time  refol- 
ved  to  make  the  former  a  party  iii  the  plot, 
and  tofurpiizeilie  king  to  ftgnan  order  for 
their  being  all  confined  in  feparate  pi  ifons. 
The  danger  which  the  execution  of  this 
great  plan  might  be  attended  with,  at 
firft  gave  much  uneafinefs  to  the  wlufte 
party,  but  at  length  the  queen-mother 
and  Prince  Frederic  undcTtogk  to  fnr- 
prize  the  king,  and  to  make  him  figh  the 
order,  w'hich  had  been  prepared  for  fe- 
veral  days  before,  for  confining  his^uceii 
and  the  other  perfons  before- mem ioned  j 
while  fome  of  the  friends  undertook  to 
cxecnilc  it  w'ith  the  utmoft  rigour.  Be¬ 
tween  three  and  four  o’clock  in  the  mor¬ 
ning  the  Queen-mother,  with  Prince  Fre*- 
deric,  entered  the  king's  apartment,' 
waked  his  inajefty  out  of  his  fieep,-  accu- 
fed  his  Queen  and  the  Counts  SlrnenfcC 
and  Brandt,  with  feveral  others,  of  ha¬ 
ving  loimed  a  ilefign  to  dethrone  hiin,‘ 
and'  with  having  tuherwife  made  a  bad 
ufe  of  bis  favour,  and  defired  him  to  fign 
the  onltr,  wliile  he  was  in  fafety,  It-r 
their  being  confinetl.  fiurprized  at  this 
mcfrige,3nd  believing  it  to  be  firictfy  true, 
the  king  imnudiately  figned  the  order, 
which  wav  executed  with  the  utmoft  dif- 
patch.  The  queen  was  taken  out  of  her 
bed  aiid  fenc  to  the  cafile  ol  Cronenhurg, 
and  aft  the  refi  of  the  accufed  were  lc*nt 
to  different  prifons,  and  lo.Tcled  with 
irons.  \  thonfanil  falfc  reports  were 
fpread  to  blicken  the  chara^ers  of  the 
accufed,  winch  the  king^was  made  to 
believe  were  as  tine  as  the  gofpcl,  fo  that 
I  e  now'  thotight  h's  queen,  and  all  his 
former  friends,  were  fo  many  enemies, 
W'ho  were  endeavouring  to  defifoy  him.

ITndouhledly  the  king  could  change  the 
old,  t  r  make  new  laws  for  the  puuifli- 
ment  of  any  crime  every  hour;  and  it  is 
certain  that  new  laws  were  made  for  con¬ 
victing  the  Q^iecn  and  Struenfee,  even 
Ibrre*  time  after  they  were  imprilbned  ; 
but  1  believe  every  impartial  perfon  will 
join  with  me  in  f.iying,  this  is  a  fpccics  of 
tjranny  which  is  iinwn)rthy  of  any  chrif- 
ti.ui  prince  in  this  enlightened  age.  Stru- 
eiifce  firfl  denied  what  he  was  accufed  of, 
with  refpert  to  the  Qiieen,  with  fuch  an 
air  of  candour  and  veracity,  and  corro¬ 
borated  his  alVertions  with  fo  many  rea- 
fons,  tlkit  many  of  the  commiflioncrs  be¬ 
lieved  he  fpokc  the  truth  ;  but  when  this 
poor  wretch,  who  was  now  half  dead, 
i»y  being  chained  to  the  wall  in  a  cold 
dungeon,  was  threatened  alfo  with  the 
torture,  nature  could  not  fupport  it,  and 
he  immediately  cried  out  in  this  manner, 
“  Tell  me  what  I  muft  confefs  awd  I  am 
ready  to  do  it ;  but  do  not  put  me  to  the 
torture.”  And  will  ihofe  judges,  or 
their,  I  had  almoft  faid  infamous,  pro- 
tertors  dare  to  infiill  mankind  fo  much 
as  to  tell  them  that  this  is  evidence  to 
convirt  the  Qjieen  ?  They  could  not, 
according  to  the  laws  then  fubfiftiitg  in 
Denmark,  condemn  the  pooreft  wretch 
in  the  kingdom  upon  this  evidence.  Af¬ 
ter  wtdeh,  they  go  on  in  this  fentence  to 
condemn  Struenfte  with  having  been  the 
caulc  of  all  the  errors  and  changes  which 
'^cre  committed  and  made  in  the  admi- 
nillration  during  the  pcefent  reign,  ma¬ 
ny  ot  wliich  the  king  and  his  favourites 
had  projected  before  Struenfee  came  to 
Copenhagen.  But  the  grand  point  upon 
'vhich  they  condemned  Struenfee,  with 
any  colot’r  of  rcafon,  was  that  of  having 
defrauded  the  king,  and  applied  a  great 
part  of  the  public  money  to  his  own  ufc  ; 
but  this  was  a  partie\ilar  of  w  hich  they  had 
not  the  leaft  idea,  before  they  got  Stru* 
enlee*s  books  into  their  own  power. 
^'Iruenfee,  aci  miniftcr  of  the  cabinet,  had 
received  a  confiderahle  fum  of  the  public 
money,  to  make  good  tome  payments 
'^hich  depended  upon  his  ofhcc,  and 
a  book  wherein  he  minuted  ^1  the 


payments  which  he  had  made  ;  and  when 
he  was  imprifoned,  this  book,  with  all 
the  reft  of  his  papers,  fell  into  the  hands 
of  his  enemies,  and  was  produced  as 
evidence  againfl  him.  For  one  at  tide  of 
cxpence,  w»hich  could  not  amount  to 
10,000  rixdollars,  there  appeared  a  charge 
upon  this  book  of  near  iio,ooo,  w  hen  it 
was  brought  before  the  bulges ;  but  it 
appears  by  the  fentence,  that  even  thefe 
judges  faw  that  the  book  had  been  alter¬ 
ed  fince  it  w’as  firll  written,  and  that  one 
of  the  figures  which  made  the  fum,  which 
was  meant  originally  to  be  ntidcr  ao,coo, 
to  be  fo  much  above  ioo,ooo,  was  placed 
out  of  the  line,  and  evidently  formed  by 
another  hand.  When  Struenfee  was  ex¬ 
amined  upon  this  head,  he  declared  that 
this  book  was  written  by  him,  but  that 
this  charge,  as  well  as  feveral  otliers,  had 
been  falfified  by  fome  other  hand  lincc  it 
had  been  out  of  his  pi»irdlion  :  however, 
notwithftanding  this  declaration  apj^ca- 
red  to  agree  fo  well  with  w'hat  appeared 
upon  the  book,  this  was  made  one  of  the 
principal  articles  for  which  he  was  con¬ 
demned.  Struenfee  was  far  from  being 
a  fool ;  and  therefore  could  any  rcafon^ 
able  perfon  fuppofc  that  if  he  was  difpo- 
fed  to  defraud  the  public  of  this  fum  ef 
money,  he  would  keep  a  book  to  record 
his  infamy  in  this  manner,  when  he  could 
eafdy  have  hau  the  king’s  acquittance  for 
any  fum  of  money  he  wanted,  without 
being  called  to  account  for  it  ?  Brandt 
was  condemned  for  having  given  the  king 
a  blow,  and  otherwife  ill-treating  him ; 
though  the  very  evening  before  he  wa» 
fent  to  prifon  the  king  fticwcd  him  all  the 
favour  poffible,  as  he  had  always  been 
acciiftomcd  to  do ;  and  thus  fell  thefe 
two  unhappy  men  a  facrifice  to  the  un- 
boimded  malice  of  their  enemies.  If  they 
had  ordered  them  to  he  atFaflinatcd  in 
prifon,  they  would  not  have  rendered 
themfelves  fo  odious  to  all  the  fcnfiblc 
part  of  mankind  as  they  have  done :  but 
to  do  this  under  the  fan^ion  of  a  court 
of  jullicc,  is  what  muft  ftiock  cv'cn  the 
humanity  of  an  Indian  or  a  Tartar.  All 
the  others,  who  were  originally  accufed 
of  being  in  the  plot  againft  the  King*, 
were  condenaned,  Ibmc  to  perpetual  im- 
prifonment,  others  to  l>c  banithedthc 
kingdom  for  ever  ;  and  others  again  for 
a  certain  time,  though  no  crime  whatever 
was  proved  againft  them,  except  their 
having  received  favours  from  the  King^ 
thro*  the  intcrceflion  of  the  Counts  Stru- 
gnfec  and  Brandt,. may  be  called  fuch.**

f'e'  nature  of  the  connexion  that  may 

place  between  a  mournful  mind  and 
.1  melancholy  tune.  It  is  eafy  to  con¬ 
ceive,  how  a  poet  or  an  orator  fhoul-i 
tnnstufe  his  paflions  into  his  work:  for 
(  very  paflion  fuggells  ideas  congenial  to 
its  own  nature ;  and  the  compolition  of 
ti  c  poet,  or  of  the  orator,  muft  ntceffa- 
lilyconliftof  thofe  ideas  that  occur  at 
the  time  he  is  compolinjr.  But  mulical 
founds  arc  not  the  figns  of  ideas  ;  rarely 
are  they  even  the  imitations  of  natural 
Ibiinds  :  fo  that  1  am  at  a  lofsto  conceive 
how  it  fhould  happen,  that  a  mnfician, 
overwhelmed  with  forrow’,  for  example, 
llioiild  put  together  a  ferics  of  notes, 
whofc  expreflion  is  contrary  to  that  of 
another  feries  which  he  had  put  together 
when  elevated  with  joy.  Btit  of  the  fad 
1  am  not  doubtful;  though  1  have  not  fa- 
gacity,  or  knowledge  of  mufic,  enough  to 
he  able  to  explain  it.  And  my  opinion 
in  this  matter  is  warratited  by  that  of  a 
more  competent  judge,  who  fays,  fpeak- 
ing  of  church  voluntaries,  that  if  the  or- 
ganift  “  do  not  feel  in  himf»lf  the  divine 
“  energy  of  devotion,  he  will  labour  in 
“  vain  to  raife  it  in  others.  Nor  can  he 
“  hope  to  tlwow  out  thofe  inftantaneous 
**  thoughts,  w'hich  fometimes  far  exceed 
“  the  heft  concerted  compofitions,  and 
“  which  the  enraptured  performer  would 
“  gladly  feenre  to  his  future  ufe  and 
plealure,  did  they  not  as  fleetly  efca  pe 
“  as  they  arife*.**  A  man  w'ho  has 
made  nudic  the  ftndy  of  his  life,  and  is 
W'tll  acquainted  with  all  the  Iwft  txam- 
plcs  of  ftylc  and  expreflion  that  arc  to  be 
found  in  the  woiks  of  former  mafters, 
m  ly,  by  memory  and  much  pradicc,  at- 
t.iin  a  fort  of  mechanical  dexterity  in  con- 
t'iving  mufic  fuitable  to  any  given  paf- 
fion ;  but  fuch  muQc  would,  I  prefunie, 
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be  vulgar  and  fpiritlcfs,  comp.ircd  to 
what  an  artift  of  genius  throws  out,  when 
under  the  pow'cr  of  any  ardent  emotion. 
It  is  recorded  of  Lully,  that,  once  when 
his  imagination  was  all  on  fire  with  fome 
verfes  deferiptive  of  terrible  ideas,  which 
he  had  been  reading  in  a  French  tragedy, 
he  ran  to  his  harpfichord,  and  ftrnck  off 
fuch  a  combination  of  founds,  that  the 
company  fell  their  hair  ft  and  on  end  wnth 
horror. 

“  Let  us  therefore  fnppofc  it  proved, 
or,  if  you  pleafe,  take  it  for  granted,  that 
different  fentiments  in  the  mind  of  the 
mulician  will  give  diffeient  and  peculiar 
exprelbons  to  his  mulic  ; — and,  upon  this 
principle,  it  will  not,  perhaps,  be  impof- 
iihle  to  account  for  fome  of  the  pheno¬ 
mena  of  a  national  ear.** 

It  is  on  this  principle  our  author  pro¬ 
ceeds  to  account  for  the  Scots  tafte  for 
mufic,  and  the  peculiar  Ityle  of  their 
fongs.  On  this  head  he  diflers  alfofroni 
the  general  notion.  / 

“  It  is  a  common  opinion,  that  thefe 
fongs  were  compofed  by  David  Ri/zi(>,  a 
mufician  from  Italy,  the  unfortunate  fa¬ 
vourite  of  a  very  unfortunate  queen.  But 
this  muft  be  a  miftakc.  The  ftyle  of  the 
Scots  mulic  was  fixed  before  his  time ; 
for  many  of  the  heft  of  thefe  tunes  arc  a- 
feribed  by  tradition  to  a  more  remote  pe¬ 
riod.  And  it  is  not  to  be  fuppofed,  that 
he,  a  forcigier,  and  in  the  latter  part  of 
his  life  a  man  ot  biifinefs,  could  have  ac¬ 
quired  or  invented  a  ftyle  of  mufical  com- 
pofition  fo  different  in  every  refpetil  from 
that  to  which  he  had  been  accuftomed  in 
his  own  country.  Melody  is  fo  much  the 
charaderiftic  of  the  Scots  tunes,  that  1 
doubt  whether  even  bafles  were  fet  to 
them  before  the  prefent  century  ;  v/hore- 
as,  in  the  days  of  Rizzic,  Harmony  wa* 
the  falhionable  ftndy  of  I  he  Italiui  com- 
p(.fers.  Palellina  li!mrclf,'who  flourilKeil 
about  tw  o  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago, 
and  who  has  obtained  the  jiigh  title  of  fa¬ 
ther  of  harmony,  is  by  a  gicat  maftcr  * 
ranked  with  thole’  who  negltdtrd  air,  and 
were  too  clofcly  attached  to  counterpoint; 
and  at  the  time  tviicn  Rizxio  was  a  flu- 
dent  in  the  art,  Palcftina*s  mufr  have 
been  the  favourite  mufic  in  Italy.

Speaking  of  the  acknowledged  and  un¬ 
equalled  excellence  of  the  Italian  mulic, 
the  ingenious  Dodlor  fays: 

“  Nobody  who  uiulerdands  the  lan- 
jjnagr«*t  miKlcTU  Italy,  will  deny,  that  the 
natives  have  a  pcculiai  delicacy’  of  percep¬ 
tion  in  regard  to  vixal  lound.  ^'hi^  deli- 
oey  api'ears  in  the  tweetnefs  of  their 
VC  He,  in  the  cadence  of  their  p'ofe,  and 
even  in  the  f^'rmation  and  inflexion  of 
their  words.  Whither  it  he  owing  to 
thr  climate,  or  to  the  influence  of  the 
other  arts ;  whether  it  be  ferived  from 


poetical  numbers  were  brought  to  perfec¬ 
tion  in  Italy  two  hundred  years  foi>nci’ 
than  in  any  other  country  of  modern  £u- 
ro;>c.** 

We  arc  perfuaded  Dr  Beattie  here 
rpeaks  from  what  he  knows  the  EngliQi 
language  capable  of  being  applied  to,, ra¬ 
ther  than  from  what  it  generally  has  been. 
He  mufl  be  fenfible  that  nothing  can  be 
more  execrable  than  the  Englifli  verfes 
(as  they  arc  called)  of  late  years  fet  to 
mufic. — If  words  were  properly  chofen,  it 
w’ere  not  impoflibk  to  (hew,  that  even 
Englilh  poetry  might  be  fet  to  mufic  with 
as  much  advantage  as  the  Italian.  But 
this  choice  of  words  is  not  to  be  made 
by  fiddlers,  harpfichord  thrummers,  and 
mere  mufical  compofers.  It  were  to  be 
wilbed,  that  a  poet  of  Dr  Beattie's  tafte 
for  mufical  exprelTion  would  give  eRr 
ample  of  the  kind.

Observations  on  Mr  Humc*t  Hijkiy 
(^'England.  By  J.  Towers,  ^o.  14. 
6J.  Robinfon. 


T1!E  author  of  thefe  obfervatioiii 
not  the  firft  that  has  accufed  MT 
Hume  of  partiality  in  the  character  of 
hifloilan  ;  yet,  how  far  fuch  a  charge  is 
well  founded,  may  perhap*  he  matter  of 
difptite.  Though  the  civil  broils  which 
agitated  thfs  kingdom  towards  the 
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A\e  of  the  lafl  century,  have  long  fince 
been  extinguifted,  fo  have  not  likewife 
the  principles  by  which  the  oppofite  par¬ 
ties  were  adiiated  ;  and  he  who  relates 
thofc  contefts  with  the  greateft  modera¬ 
tion,  may  frequently,  on  that  very  ac¬ 
count,  be  expofed  to  particular  cenfurc. 

One  of  the  moft  material  objedtiohs 
urged  againft  Mr  Hume  is,  that  he  has 
reprefented  the  government  of  England, 
under  the  princes  of  the  houfc  of  Tudor, 
as  more  defpotic  than  it  really  was,  with 
the  view  of  extenuating  the  condu«5k  of 
the  rubfcqiient  fovereigns.  In  anf.ver 
to  this  objcdlion  we  fhould  agree  with 
Mr  Hume,  that  the  Englifti  conftitution 
w^s  far  from  being  rightly  poifed  in  thofc 
ages ;  and  it  feems  to  be  unqueftionabLe, 
from  numerous  fa<5t8,  that  the  preroga¬ 
tives  of  the  crown  were  then  frequently 
excited  in  meafures  which  feem  inconfif- 
tent  with  a  regard  to  public  freedom,  as 
the  latter  has  lince  been  afeertained. 
Nor  is  it  indeed  to  be  expe(5ted,  that  be- 
^  fore  the  privileges  of  the  people  were  fix¬ 
ed  with  greater  precifioo,  a  degree  of  au¬ 
thority  much  fuperior  to  what  is  veiled 
at  preient  in  the  crown,  fhould  not,  on 
many  occafions,  have  been  aflumed  by 
the  executive  power.  If  thofc  arguments 
be  admitted,  the  principal  objections 
againft  Mr  Hume’s  rcprefciitation  of  the 
Hnglilh  government  before  the  time  of 
tiie  civil  wars,  will  fall  to  the  groumt. 

But  Mr  Towers  alfo  accufes  tlic  hifto- 
rian  of  doing  injuftice  to  the  character  of 
individuals  in  levcral  inftances,  and  even 
of  ftudioufly  endeavouring  to  diminilh 
the  reputation  of  the  moft  celebrated 
Englifh  gcniuflTes.  He  generally  be¬ 
gins,  fays  our  author,  with  beftowing 
tome  compliments  upon  them,  and  then 
contrives,  with  great  dexterity,  to  throw 
out  fuch  infinuations  againft  them,  f»> 
magnifies  their  defeats,  real  or  imaginary, 
as  almoft  wholly  to  overturn  what  he  has 
faid  in  their  favour  :  and  the  ideas  which 
lie  endeavours  to  convey  arc  fuch,  at,  if 
We  adopt  them,  muft  greatly  Icflen  oor 
opinion  of  the  merit  of  the  eminent  per- 
fons  of  whom  he  freaks.”  Our  author 
exemplifies  thefc  remarks  in  the  cafe  of 
^pentVr,  Shakefpearc,  Bacon^  Milton, 
bo  ie,  and  Newton  ^  butwc  would  not 
inter  from  them  any  real  defign  in  Mr 
Hnmeof  depreciating  the  merit  of  the 
writers. 

We  fliall  lay  before  our  readers  what 

faid  of  Mr  Hume  at  a  writei^  jn  tlie 
^ginning  and  end  of  this  produftion. 

^  few  of  our  niodern*  hiflorical  per* 


formances  have  been  more  read,  or  more, 
celebrated,  than  tbe  Hiftory  of  England 
by  Mr  David  Hume ;  and  as  an  elegant 
eompolition,  and  the  production  of  real 
and  diftir^uiihed  genius,  it  is  unqueftion-.. 
ably  entitled  I  to  great  applaufe.  But 
though  beauty  of  diCtion,  harmony  of 
peric^s,  and  acutenefs  and  fingularity  of 
(entiment,  may  captivate  the  reader,  yet 
there  are  other  qualifications  eflentialljy 
neceflary  to  tbe  character  of  a  go(Ml  hi(- 
torian.  Fidelity,  accuracy,  and  impar¬ 
tiality,  are  alfo  requiiitc :  and  in  tbefep 
it  is  apprehended,  Mr  Hunae  is  frequently 
deficient ;  fo  that  thofc  who  read  his 
work,  with  a  view  to  obtain  juft  ideas  of 
the  moft  remarkable  tranfaCtiona  and 
events  which  have  happened  in  this  coun¬ 
try,  will,  if  they  rely  folcly  on  bis  autho¬ 
rity,  be  led  to  form  conceptions  exceed¬ 
ingly  erroneous  refpeCtiRg  matters  of 
very  couiiderable  importance.  It  is,, 
therefore,  the  defign  ut  the  following  ob- 
(ervations  to  evince,  that  thoie  who  with 
to  acquire  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the. 
real  Hate  of  faCb,  and  to  think  juitly  of 
the  perfons  and  tranfaCtions  treated  of  in 
Mr  Hume’s  luftory,  fhould  read  hiti  work, 
with  fome  degree  of  caution  and  circum- 
fpeCtion,  w  ithout  too  implicit  a  reliance 
on  his  integrity  as  an  hiftorian,  and  that 
they  ibould  compare  lus  rclationt  witik 
thofe  of  other  authors. 

“  The  great  objeCt  of  Mr  Humi’i  am- 
lotion,  as  we  are  informed  by  himfelf# 
was  literary  fame.  And  in  order  to  ex¬ 
cite  public  attention,  he  feemi  to  have 
thought  it  neceffary  to  be  fingtHar.  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  we  find  an  affectation  of  fin- 
gularity  of  fentiment,  very  predominant 
in  bis  writings.  But  though  opinions  are 
not  therefore  true,  becaufe  they  arc  com¬ 
mon  ;  yet  he  who  affeCts,  on  almoft  every 
occafion,  to  differ  from  the  generality  of 
mankind,  . wiU  much  more  frequently  be 
wrong  than  right.  To  oppoic  the  fenti-^ 
ments  of  others,  when  they  appear  to  be 
the  refult  of  prejudice  or  ignorance,  is,  in 
many  cafes,  extremely  laudable  t  but,  to* 
contradict  eftablifhed  opinhuls,  only  for 
the  fake  of  being  (Ingnlar,  may  juflly  be 
confidered  as  a  cenfurable  aileCiation. 

**  Mr  Hume  appears  to  have  been  mif- 
led  by  his  prejudices,  as  well  as  by  afiec- 
tation.  And  men  who  write  under  the 
influence  of  any  particular  btafs,  are  apt 
to  deceive  others  as  Well  as  themrclvts  i 
iinlefs  their  leaders  arc  aware  of  ihepre- 
poileflions  to  v/J\ich  they  a^e  addiaed* 
and  the  falfe  views  by  which  they  ar^ 
niillad.  And  it  ^metimes  happens^  tliat 
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men  yrai  freciltim  of  thought, 

and  oiigin.ility  of  frnlitncnt,  arul  wMo 
|)rctcnit  lo  dcfpifc  vulgar  pr^judicrs,  ait, 
at  the  I'anu*  time,  under  tlic  ’nnuruce  of 
inveterate  prejudices  nt  an.^tlier  kiint, 
auil  as  Ilavillily  attached  to  a  f‘no"rtte 
hypollufis,  as  the  inCitieit  ot  the  vuig.r 
can  be  to  thofe  prrp’..ntlihi:!s  c  »  ieh  tta  y 
have  imbibeil  in  their  y  ,  ar-l  nlucu 
Iheii  v^'anl  of  cduv’niion,  kiiowicdge,  aiul 
nioie  enlarged  views,  has  preveiUed  them 
from  lliaking  otV.*’ — 

—  “  'I'l.cit  is  a  neattuTs,  an  elegance, 
and  a  peripicuily  in  Mi  liuinc’s  narra¬ 
tions,  w  hich  r.iunol  fail  to  Ciptivatc  his 
leatltis.  Hut  thofe  who  read  hUloiy 
from  rational  motives,  nui If  will,  to  be 
inltiuettd,  as  well  as  entert.ained  ;  and 
no  elegance  f)f  eontpoiition  c^n  atone  for 
grofs  milrcprefcntalions  of  thcual  Hale 
of  fa<its.  Indeeil,  the  greater  the  liber- 
tier.  may  be  winch  arc  taken  by  an  hilto- 
lian,  in  difguilii^’.  and  oi nair.c*nting  facts 
and  chaiaCters,  and  the  more  what  is 
called  hiffory  aj  pio.aches  to  rom.incc,  it 
may  be  the  more  plealing,  but  it  muff  be 
the  Icfs  inlli nCtive.  It  may  alfo  be  re¬ 
marked,  that  an  l.ino;ia!i  may  betluiught 
profound,  when  he  piunts  out, or  feeins  to 
do  fo,  the  motives  by  winch  thofe  were 
actuated  of  wlnun  he  wnies  ;  though  it 
may  otien  happen,  tln^t  thcle  arc  noiliing 
but  the  mere  iinagiiiatii>t):>  ot  the  writer  ; 
and  the  motives  winch  he  fuggetts  may 
Ic  tcl.dly  dilfennt  from  thotc  by  which 
the  pniies  wire  ie.illy  intliu  netd.  There 
is  r  .don  to  believe,  tii.it  this  is  iu»t  un- 
fieipientlv  tlie  eafe  in  Mr  iinme^b  hittory.

1  lief'c  extr.iCts  are  fnHicient  to  give  a 
favourab'e  opinion  of  Mr  To  we/s  ingc- 
nuily  and  candour.;  and  though  himfclf, 
|H  ihaps,  may  not  be  entirely  void  of  mo- 
cittcations  of  the  f.ime  qualities  which  he 
ai'eribes  to  the  hiftorian,  his  remarks, 
even  whert  tliey  feem  not  to  be  llriCtly 
jiill,  aic  rendered  extremely  plaulible, 
and  nmy  be  rc.ad  with  advantage.

'I  he  Sclavonian  ritual  contains  a 
puticulir  benedidiun  for  the  folcmn 
union  ot  two  m.de  or  two  female  frieneis 
ill  ll'.e  prrfence  of  the  congrcgvition.  I 
was  pn  lent  at  the  union  of  two  young  wo¬ 
men,  who  wercmac1ey><y^rein  the  church 
of  1\  l  ulbch.  'Fhefatisfadion  that  fparklcd 
ill  their  eyes,  when  the  ceremony  was  per¬ 
formed,  gave  a  convincing  proof,  that  de¬ 
li  acy  of  lentiment  can  lodge  in  minds  not 
♦brrne  I,  or  rather  not  corrupted  by  fiH'k- 
ty,  which  we  call  civilized.  The  male 
friends  thus  unilvd,  arc  called  prohatimii 
and  the  Vemales  pfr/fren:e^  which  mean 
half  brotliers  .and  half-filters.  Friendlliip* 
between  thofe  ot  different  fexes  arc  niH 
at  this  day  bound  with  lb  much  folemr.i 
ty,  though  perhaps  in  more  aniient  and 
innocent  ages  it  was  alfo  the  cuttom.”
